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An anti-government plot was discovered on 15 January 1919, when 
Capt. Sidgi (fru) and Kamil Yatqub were arrested. At the tine 
of their arrest Sidgi and Ya'qub had in their possession a 


suitcase filled with explosives and ecveral hundred copies of a 


proclamation which attacked King Faruq and demanded the withdrawal — 

of the Egyptian Army from Palestine and the setting up of an 

anti-British war governuent. The proolanation also contained a 

favorable reference to the Ikhman al-tuslinin. states that 25xX1X6 
the plot was apparently the work of a handful men who were 
exploiting highlyplaced contacts, » but who hed no military or 

political backing.
